The National Committee to Investigate Assassinations is currently running 
an independent investigation not only of the deaths of President Kennedy and Dr* 
King but also of Senator Robert F* Kennedy and Malcolm X. ■> ■ 

The Committee spokesman said, l »We are not sure that there was a conspiracy 
in each and every case, nor if there is a tie between the cases* But, there are 
large footprints all over the place, and we Intend to see where they lead*"
